cited in the Search Report). 
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2.2 Claim 5: 

The subject-matter of this claim is known from D1 as well.

1 The vague statement in the description on page 1 0, last section implies that the 
' subject matter for which protection is sought may be different to that defined by the 
claims, thereby resulting in lack of clarity (Article 6 PCT) when- used to interpret them. 

The features of the claims are not provided with reference signs placed in 
parentheses (Rule 6.2(b) PCT). 

Claim 1 0 comprises all the features of claim 1 and is therefore not appropriately 
Srulated as a claim dependent on the latter (Rule 6.4 PCT). .n view of the objects 
under item V, however, it is suggested to delete claim 1 . 

Contrary to the requirements of Rule 5.1 (a)(ii) PCT, the relevant background art 
disclosed in the document D1 is not mentioned in the description, nor is this 
document identified therein.
